By three o'clock this afternoon ‘Edmonton had partially 
recovered from the effects of the 60-mile-an-hour gale that 
swept the city and district Saturday afternoon and evening. 

Evidences on Jasper avenue were seen as gangs of work- 
men were busily engaged in installing huge plate glass win- 
dows demolished Saturday, while in the outlying districts of 
the city repair gangs from the city electric light and telephone 
departments were repairing the two broken circuits which re- 
mained out of order after their all-day labors on Sunday. 

Hook Signs, one of the biggest sufferers, had a number of 
men engaged in surveying and repairing the damage, while 
many a householder mounted his roof to fix displaced shingles 
and dismantled radio aerials. The two persons injured in the 
gale Saturday are making good progress

MAKING CRIME UNATTRACTIVE 

Two men who were convicted in a Tor- 
onto court of having robbed a bank were 
sentenced to 18 years each in the peniten- 
tiary, one to receive fifteen lashes and the 
other ten. 

These are heavy sentences. If the men 
are young, they will be along in middle age 
before they get again outside the bars. If 
they are now in middle life they will not 


again be free men until their hair is 
white. 
But these penalties are in keeping 


with the trend of court practice all over 
Canada. Judges and magistrates every- 
where are making stiffer the punishment 
they impose upon criminals. In this they 
are doing no more than discharging their 
duty to protect the public against epi- 
demic banditry and lawlessness, 

The more dangerous and the less pro- 
fitable crime is made, the fewer the men 
who will resort to crime. Eighteen years 
in jail is a long price to pay for an at- 
tempt to get money without working for 
it. 


COAL FROM CHINA! 


A shipment of Chinese anthracite coal 
is en route to Vancouver. A_ parallel 
absurdity would be the importation of 
Siberian wheat into the coast city. 

Vancouver draws the bulk of its coal 
supplies from Nanaimo, distant 40 miles 
by water. A small but growing proportion 
s drawn from the mountain mines in 
Alberta, distant 300 miles by rail. 

If Chinese coal is being shipped to 
Vancouver, that fact is evidence that the 
coal is being mined under conditions 
which would not be tolerated in a Can- 
adian mining area, and to admit it 
would be to subject Canadian miners to 
competition with miners working under 
conditions differing little if at all from 
slavery. 

Russian coal has been barred on the 
ground that it came from a country which 
had not signed the treaty of Versailles. 
The same pretext could not be employed 
for barring Chinese coal, since that 
country was a signatory of the treaty. 

But the justification for barring 
Russian coal was not that Russia did not 
sign the treaty, but that the coal was 
mined under a system of semi-slavery and 
“dumped” into the Canadian market. 
That obviously is the case with regard to 
Chinese coal, and a good and sufficient 
cause for shutting it out also. 


THE STABILIZER 


Residents of Edmonton are being 
given very convincing evidence just now 
that they are parties who are vitally in- 
terested in encouraging the development 
of mixed farming in the country upon 
which this city depends for the trade 
whereby it lives. 

The slump in wheat prices has hit the 
town man as it has hit the farmer. When 
wheat went down the farmer's buying 
power went with it. As his buying slack- 
ened, city merchants, wholesalers and 
manufacturers lost business, and their 
employees and the townsfolk generally 
felt the influence in growing unemploy- 
ment and dull times. 

Edmonton would be a good deal busier 
a today if its packing plants were 

umming and if thousands of head of cat- 
tle, hogs and sheep were coming in weekly 
from the surrounding country to be con- 
verted into the meat products for which 
there is a better demand than there is for 
wheat. 

Anything and everything Edmonton 
people can do to stimulate the growing of 
live stock in central and northern Alberta, 
that they should do, as a matter of good 
business for themselves, It was long ago 
recovnized that, more than any other 
western city, Edmonton has all the nat- 
ural advantages necessary to a great live- 
stock centre. The more clearly that fact 
ig kent in mind, and the more effort is put 
nto turning these edvantares to account, 
the more consistent!y prosperous will be 
the condit'ons of city life. 


Premier Bracken says the prairie pre- 
miyers at their recent conference ex- 
pressed regret “that there is #80 much 
propaganda in connection with the Pool 
and the wheat market, which tends to 
lower confidence in the marketing situa-

tion. Confidence is the thing most needed 
today.” 

And just where is all this propaganda, 
and how is it being carried on? tt is cor- 
tainly not being broadcasted through the 
newspapers, nor in any other way that is 


audible to the general public. So far as 
observable, the newspapers, and every 
other interest concerned in either the 


wheat market or the general welfare, have 
been scanning the horizon hopefully for 
anything that would encourage the confi- 
dence which Premier Bracken rightly, says 
is of great importance at this juncture. 

It was not propaganda that knocked 
the bottom out of the whete market. It 
was not propaganda that induced the Pool 
to bet that wheat would go up when it was 
going down, It was not propaganda that 
put wheat prices where they are. It is not 
propaganda that is keeping prices down 
and confidence at a low ebb. If that were 
the cause of the difficulties it would have 
been eliminated long ago. 

The ‘propaganda” theory has been 
overworked as an excuse for the predica- 
ment in which the Pool has been placed, 
and is making that organization rather 
ridiculous. The facts are that the Pool 
guessed wrong, just as a hundred grain 
trading firms guessed wrong, and as ten 
thousand speculators guessed wrong. Why 
not frankly admit the obvious fact and 
stop blaming the Pool’s troubles on some 
mysterious and malicious propaganda 
campaign, which is not anywhere visible? 
Nobody with sense ever supposed the Pool 
directors to be omniscient. Why keep up 
the inference that they are?

POTATOES—GOOD WINTER FOOD 

In making a list of wholesome starchy 
foods, I always place the tato at the head 
of the list. Potatoes have the advantage over 
most other forms of starch in not producing 
an accid condition in the body. 

The potato yields both heat and energy. 
and is helpful protecting the body against 
the winter cold. They contain all of the 
known vitamins, but pownare should not be 
boiled over fifteen minutes or some of the 
vitamin C is destroyed. Baking does not 
destroy this vitamin as readily. : 

For some reason many people believe that 
the potato is fattening, and almost all stout 
people avold potatoes as they would poison, 
when the truth of the matter is that one slice 
of bread contains as many calories as two 
average sized helpings of tatoes. Those 
who are underweight will find that the potato 
is much easier to assimilate than many other 
forms of starch, 

If potatoes are used in proper combination 
with other foods, as larger amount may be 
eaten without injury than is the case with 
any other kind of starch. 

The modern diet is largely acid forming, 
resulting in acidosis, The addition of the 
power to the bill of fare helps to prevent this 
rouble. The important alkaline-forming ele- 
ments of the potato are potassium and 
magnesium. 

‘otatoes should always be used with other 
raw and cooked non-starchy venovaie. The 
potato belongs to the night-shade family and 
really has not been used as a f plant for 
very long, yet, in that time it has ome very 
popular. An average of over three bushels a 
year are eaten by every man, woman and 
child in North America. 

In spite of its dirty appearance and lack 
of attractive color when uncooked, the potato 
holds the championship of the world among 
vegetables, It wins on several merits, It 1s 
an inexpensive food, keeps well, is easily pre- 
pared, easily grown, and has a flavor that 

lends well with other common foods and 
when cooked is so digestible and nourishing 
that it may be used by anyone in good health, 
including young children. 

The best way to prepare tatoes is to 
wash them well with a vegetable brush and 
boil in plain water until they become soft, 
Potatoes cooked with the skins on have a 
better flavor and retain more of the minera} 
elements than if cooked in any other way, 
Baking potatoes is the next best method of 
preparation, although some of the mineral 
elements are close to the skin and baked pota- 
toes should therefore be eaten with the skins. 

Potatoes may be used for thickening soups 
made of non-starchy vegetables. Scalloped 
potatoes make a hearty dish for a wint ay, 
and are made by paring, slicing and layin 
potatoes in a deep dish in layers covered wit 
milk and a little butter, The milk and pota- 
toes blend together while cooking. 

Avoid potatoes which have turned green, 
or cut off all of the green parts before cook- 
ing the rest for the green contains a bitter 
substance which is slightly poisonous.

dred wild horses, The animals 
are being loaded in twenty 
stock cars at Okanagan Valls 
and will comprise a special 
train over the Kettle Valley 
Railway line, destined to 
Coutts, Alta., from where they 
will be taken to a horse meat 
cannery in Montana, 

Indian cowboys scoured the 
hills east of here for several 
days rounding up the wild 
horses, An edict had been 
issued by government authori- 
ties that unless the horses 
were got rid of government 
officials would destroy them. 
They have become a menace to 
the cattle ranges, eating up all 
the grass. 

The price paid the Indians 
for the horses is said to be 
one-half a cent per pound or 
about $5 per animal, 

This is the third lot of wild 

horses captured on the ranges 
here this year. Two bands of 
100 each were driven over the 
Hope-Princeton trail to New 
Westminster and were killed

Bread is now selling in Ed- 
monton from six cents to eight 
and one third cents for a stan- 
dard 20 ounce loaf, a survey of 
the situation revealed Saturday 
morning following receipt of 
wire dispatches from Winnipeg 
stating that principal bread 
companies in that city had re- 
duced bread prices to seven cents 
for a 20 ounce loaf and six cents 
for a 16 ounce loaf. 

As a result of the one cent cut 
in bread prices at Winnipeg, 
leading bakers of this city were 
canvassed Saturday morning to 
ascertain whether bread price 
reductions would be made here, 

An executive of one of Edmon- 
ton’s largest bakeries, now sel- 
ling bread at eight hd one third 
cents per loaf, declared that the 
prices of his bakery were re- 
duced on October 1 and no fur- 
ther cut was contemplated at 
the present time. 

However a survey recealed 
that one of the smaller bakeries 
was retailing wrapped 20 ounce 
loaves of bread for six cents a 
loaf while another was selling 
through stores at a retail price 
of four loaves for 26 cents, 

Under the city bread by-law 
standard loaves of bread may 
not be sold at a weight leas than 
20 ounces, This by-law is being
